Most octogenarians whose eyes 
give no evidence of disease have 
only about half of the normal vis- 
ual acuity. Their loss of sharp

The sacred stone built into the 
Kaaba at Mecca supposedly came 
from the sky, 

The earliest authentic meteorite, 
of which portions are still pre- 
served, fell at Ensisheim, Ger- 
many, on November 16, 1492, a 
little more than a month after 
Columbus discovered America. 

The first verified fall of a me- 
teoriie in the United States was 
Witnessed by two Yale professors 
at Weston, Connecticut, in 1807, 

Oddiy enough, scientists paid lit- 
tle attention to meteorites for 
many years. Scientific collection of 
meteorites did not begin in earnest 


until after 1808 when a large
